"in  1900  established  a  school  at  Bruges. 
CL,Mr.  Robinson  is  a  member  of  the  following  Art  Soci- 
eties: American  Water  Color  Society,  New  York  Water 
Color  Club,  Societe  Internationale  des  Aquarelistes,  Paris; 
Labeur  Art  Club,  Bruxelles;  International  Society  of  Arts 
and  Letters,  Paris;  Royal  Society,  Belgium;  and  Cercle 
Artistique  of  Tournai  and  of  Bruges.  He  is  an  annual 
exhibitor  in  the  Salon  Champ  de  Mars,  Paris;  Salon 
George  Petits,  Paris;  Salons  Triennals  of  Bruxelles,  Ghent 
and  Antwerp;  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts; 
Art  Institute  of  Chicago;  in  the  Water  Color  Societies  of 
Boston,  Buffalo,  Philadelphia,  and  St.  Louis;  and  is  an 
occasional  exhibitor  in  the  International  Society  New 
Gallery,  London;  Secessions  of  Berlin;  National  Academy 
and  Society  of  American  Artists,  New  York;  and  in  Man- 
chester, Glasgow,  and  Moscow.  His  work  is  represented 
in  noted  collections  in  America,  France,  Belgium,  Italy, 
England  and  Russia. 

CLMr.  Robinson  is  a  teacher  of  painting,  and  students  for 
out-door  sketching  come  from  all  parts  of  the  world  to 
study  under  him.
